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The election filed September 20, 2005 has been entered and made of record as 
paper no. 0905. 

Applicant's election of Species XI, Figures 16-20, claims 1, 3, 4, 7, 10, 16 and 28 
for prosecution in the reply filed on September 20, 2005 is acknowledged. Because 
applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP§ 818.03(a)). 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "interlayer 
insulation film insulating the gate electrode and the source electrode from each other** 
and "the insulation film is thinner than the interlayer insulation film" must be shown or 
the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered.
